QO pages of information and projections, at their October 11th board 
meeting, the a School Board directed the superintendent to begin planning for the closure 
of Central School after this year. According to the recommendation, children on the east side 
of 8th Street iLL attend Astor School, while those on the west side will move to Gray School. 
Any parent who wishes his child to attend school in the other building may do so if the parent 
provides the transportation. 

According to the projections presented to the board, this plan will allow the district 
to maintain even classloads in grades K-4 and will provide a better educational program in 
both buildings: In addition, it is estimated that the closure of Central School could save 
more than a quarter of a million dollars over the four-year period. 

The board also directed the administration to seek appropriate alternative uses for the 
building, and, if no suitable tenant can be found in a reasonable length of time, the board 
will sell the property. 

Superiutendent GARY MANSFIELD coted, "Even with the closure of Central School, the K-4 


elementary program will have room for an additional 300 students should substantial growth 
occur in the school district."
